2. That said cash fund be used exclusively for transactions related to the
Washoe County Regional Animal Services probationers cash payments for probationary
supervision, lab fees and other specialty court fees.

4, That the Washoe County Regional Animal Services Director shall
henceforth be held accountable for the two hundred dollars ($200.00) change fund authorized
by this resolution.

5. That the County Clerk is directed to distribute copies of this Resolution
to the Washoe County Treasurer, Comptroller, Internal Auditor, Regional Animal Services
and the Nevada Department of Taxation.
